rich presented tee tariff biH to the sen- 
tte and gave notice tbat it would be 
railed up on Tuesday, the iSth inst. 


The time for the bill to take effect 


is m«de July 1, 3S97, instead of May l, 
as provided ia the house, and the words 
in the first paragraph, "or withdrawn 
for consumption" (retroactive clause), 
are stricken out. 


The fail! was reported to the surprise 


oj senators ana the public. When ihe 
senate Seance committee met the idea 
prevailed that the bui -would be held in 
committee for two days. All the mem- 
bers of the committee were present. 


The Democrat examined the bill for 


nearly ac hour, making running com- 
ments upon it. They announced that 
they were against the bill as a. -whole. 
They soon understood that Senator 
Jones of Nevada-was gains tu vote with 
tae Repub!,caas. and realized thire was 
no possibility of changing the bill. 


They had no desire to make any fac- 


tious opposition, ana when a motion 
was made by lie Republicans to report 
the bill at once the vote -was taken 
promptly. All the Republicans, -with 
Senator Jones of Nevada, voted for the 
motion and all the Democrats against 
it, the vote standing 6 to 5. 


"It will raise revenue enough." tras 


the comment of Senator Allison, assent- 
ed to by Senator Aldrich, They esti- 
mated, however, thai the increased 
revenue to be raised from beer vou!d 
be JIS.OOO.OCK). and from tea $10,000,000. 


Many and important changes were 


made by tie senate tariff subcommit- 
tee in the wool anil woolen schedule 
as passed "by the house. First-class 
wools were reduced from 11 cents per 
pound, as provided in the house bill, to 
8 cents per pound, and second class 
wools from 12 to 9 cents, whereas the 
duties on wools of the third class were 
raised. 


In the silk schedule paragraph 384 


relating to goods in the piece is strick- 
en out and an entirely new paragraph 
written in its place. 


There are very radical changes la th« 


schedule of earths, earthenware and 
glassware, some of the most important 
changes being transfers from ad ya- 
lorern to specific or mixed ratea.

While many buildings adorn the 


more than 600 acres ol the great 
Ohio State farm, one mile southeast 
of Wooster, where hundreds of acres 
are undergoing the most 
careful 


scientific cultivation of all kinds of 
crops, fruits, flowers, cattle and 
everything in the agricultural and 
farming line, the mala or adminis- 
tration building is the climax or 
principal structure erected by the 
state for the benefit of every county 
In the state. 


It Is a substantial structure, built \ 


in lireproof construction cf the warm, 
yellow sandstone fouud on the station 
farm. It comprises two portions, an 
ofllce building G0x"0 feet in size, two 
stories high, and a laboratory wing. J ] 
story, 36x08 feet, and ts a monument 
to the contractors, Thomis. Steacs, of 
Ashland, and 
Samuel Ames, of 


Wooster. 


The first ilocr of the office building 


is practically a library, being divided 
by corridors into rooms which serve 
the combined purpose of offices and 
libraries, each member of the tech 
nical etafl having his separate office 
ia which are collected the books per- 
taining to. his special work. 


The second floor contains two of- 


fices, similar to those on the first 
floor, and a large room for museum 
purposes, In which will be stored 
samples of soils, different varieties of 
farm and horticultural products, 
photographs and materials illustra- 
tive of the station's work. 


The chemical laboratory occupies 


the larger portion of the rear wing. 
It Is equipped with a small but select 
assortment of apparatus for chemical 
research, and looks out, through Its

Westward, the wide, deep valley of

tion with Its numerous dwellings, 
barns 
and

buildings; its 


orchards and broad fields, and its 
hundreds of test plots, arranged In 
blocks and tiers, while on the sides, 
stretching away for miles In every 
direction, are the beautiful, well-kept 
farms of Wayne county, with their 
large barns and elegant dwellings, 
the whole forming such a panorama 
of rural beauty as is to be found In 
very few localities.

Washington. May 5. — Senators Gor- 


man ot Maryland alid Foniatr of Ohio 
had a lively :i-t iu the senate dur- 
ing the consideration of the sundry 
civil appropriation bill. 


There was added interest in the con- 


troversy from the fact that Mr. Fora- 
ker is a newcomer and this was his 
maiden effort, while Mr. Gorman is 
one of the veterans of the senate. 


It occurred wnen Mr. Foraker 
of- 


fered 
an amendment 
appropriating 


$400,000 for the Tennessee river. This, 
gave Mr. Gorman a text for a severe 
criticism of reckless extravagance ia 
appropriations- 


There was something of a stir when 


Mr. Foraker rose to reply to Mr. Gor 
mac. It was the maiden speech of th< 
Ohio senator. He said the senator': 
(Gorman's) speech made him think o 
that governor who refused to grant f 
pardon because he had already grant 
ed two pardons to parties from th 
same county. 
This speech, he said 


was a repetition ot one the senate 
had made recently on the Indian ap 
propriation bill when he had under 
taken to tell senators as to their dut 
to the country, 


At that time he (Gorman) had de- 


clared that the appropriations wer 
recklessly extravagant. And havin 
thus delivered himself the senator en 
tered the cloak room, put on his ha 
and went home. He 
(Foraker) had 


expected some particulars of this ex- 
travagance. hut they were not offered. 


"So far as the tariff policy and the 


tariff bill that have been, referred to 
by the senator are concerned, let me 
say that they need no defense from 
me or any other senator on this side 
of the chamber at this time. In view 
of the experience this country #has 
had during the last four years, the 
tariff policy of the Republican party 
is speaking for Itself more eloquently 
than any human tongne can speak. 


"So far, Mr. President, as the pen- 


sioners of this government are con- 
cerned, the senator need not have the 
solicitude he manifests. They will he 
taken care of. They have never failed 
to be taken care of under Republican ! 
administrations. 
i 


"For the next four years it is the 


p-nrpose of the legislation we propose 
that the government 
of the United 


States shall have a sufficient revenue 
to meet its ordinary expenditures; 
that it", shall have a sufficient revenue 
to make It unnecessary to issue bonds 
to meet the current obligations of the 
government; that it shall have a suf- 
ficient revenue to pay pensions to the 
men -who are entitled to them; and it 
will hare that revenue and those obli- 
gations will all be discharged. The 
senator need not have any apprehen- 
sion on that point." 


Mr. Gorman replied in a jocular 


style. He said the senator (Foraker) 
•was a new arrival, and came as one 
.ot the great host from Ohio. He had 
not been in the senate long. He would 
learn in time the methods of the cloak 
room, and that senators were meas- 
ured by their associates and their 
services. The senator (Foraker) was 
the senior senator from 
Ohio, the 


state sending us a president, and yet 
he was among the first to urge an in- 
crease of $400,000 in the appropria- 
tions. 


Mr. Foraber had a parting word. 


He said he had spoken only because 
the Maryland senator had undertaken 
to lecture the Republican side. The 
senator should not feel alarmed. There 
would be an economical administra- 
tion and senators on the Republican 
side would join hands with him in re- 
ducing expenditures. But the new 
men would 
at least expect him to 


draw on his great stores of experience 
and information. The Maryland sen- 
ator had professed to have so much 
knowledge that the newcomers would 
loolc to him as a guide in taking the 
burdens from the people, "whose trib- 
une he assumed to be."

country tiso homemade windmills, of 
•which I send a drawing. 


An old bnggy axle is used for tho 


shaft, which is set in boxes at the top 
of the tower, which is a square box. 
Our prevailing winds are north and 
south, so the mill is set to face that 
way. It will run with any wind except 
a direct side wind. Tho cost of such a 
mill is about $C, and answers the .same 
purpose as a high priced mill By using 
large tanks or reservoirs, water'may bo 
obtained for irrigating small areas at 
very little outlay of money, by using 
this device.

What's in a Hame? 


Gerarfl Wallop Is the nstua of the 


secretary of the British National So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children. 


Taken in connection with a recent 


statement of Professor Oliver J. Lodgo 
•we can well believe that the lighting 
system of the furore -will be little short 
of marvelous as far as the generation of 
the light is concerned. Professor Lodge. 
who is the head of the department of 
experimental physics in University col- 
lege, Liverpool, says that "if mechan- 
ical energy can be converted entirely 
into light alone, ono man tnrning tbo 
crank of a •rtntuble machine could gen- 
erate enough light for » whole city.1' 
Puluj claims that his lamp fulfills this 
condition, and ho is working hard to 
bring it down to a practical basus. 


To pioduce light without heat is to 


perfect a system in which all of the pro- 
ducing energy will bo turned into light. 
As our electric lighting system no\v ex- 
ists only from l to 3 per rent of the 
energy is expended in light The «*fc of 
it passes off in the form of heat. It is 
this immense vraste of energy which 
makes it necessary for us to employ 
steam ougiues, dynamos aud expense 
creating apparatus of all kinds in pro- 
ducing -what is after all bnt u mere re- 
siduum of illumination. 


Pnlnj's lamp is not operated by dy- 


namos or =ton:ge batteries. It operates 
•with a different kind nf electric cur- 
rent It is lighted by means of an in- 
duction coil or a glass plate electric 
machine. Tho static electricity tuns 
produced is the same in every respect 
as lightning. The lamp of Puluj can be 
operated even though only one terminal 
of the induction coil < the negative pole, 
for instance) is connected to it. The 
lamp itself is shaped very much the 
same as an ordinary Edison incandes- 
cent lamp, except that the wires lead- 
ing into tbe lamp do not extend up the 
neck from a socket.

Towen For Electric IJrht*. 


When ar>- lights were first introduced 


for btreet lighting, there was a very ex- 
aggerated idea of their lighting power. 
A light of 1.000 candle power seemed 
such a powerful illuminator that the 
idea was very naturally conceived of 
placing lamps on tho top of tall towers 
und lighting the whole area of a city. 
Several municipalities 
adopted this 


tower system of lighting, of which tha 
best known example is doubtless De- 
troit. It was at; once found, however, 
that a cluster of arc lamps 150 feet or 
more from tho ground might bo an ex- 
cellent plan for lighting tho whole of a 
largo area, bnt -was a very poor plan for 
lighting ci;y r,treets. In tbe average 
American city, with long blocks, tho 
streets comprise not mow than one- 
third of the'area. Hence with the tower 
system of lighting 66 per cent or more 
of the illuminating power is wasted in 
lighting ui) house roofs, back yards and 
vacant lots. 


Nearly every city of which we have 


information that originally adopted the 
tower system of lighting has abandoned 
it. It "is therefore quite surprising to 
learn thnt DPS Moi"es proposes to put. 
in a muuiciiwl street lighting plant and 
to use the tower system. What consid- 
eration influenced rhe city authorities to 
adopt this system we do not know, but 
vr«s would strongly urge them to investi- 
gate, the experience of Detroit and other 
cities with the tower system of lighting 
before they construct ,«uch a plant in 
their own city.—Engineering News.
